Occupy Wall Street protesters ousted from New York stronghold

NEW YORK A judge upheld New York Cit/s 
legal justification for evicting Occupy Wall 
Street protesters from a park Tuesday when 
police in riot gear broke up a 2-month-old 
demonstration against economic inequality 

Protesters will be allowed to return, but 
Justice Michael Stallman found the city, 
at least for now, can legally ban protesters 
from camping in tents and sleeping bags at 
the park between Wall Street and the World 
Trade Center under reconstruction in lower 
Manhattan. 

Since Sept. 17, protesters have occupied 
Zuccotti Park to protest what they see as 
an unjust economic system that favors the 
wealthiest i percent at a time of persistently 
high employment, decrying a political sys- 
tem that bailed out banks after reckless 
lending sparked the financial crisis. 

The Occupy Wall Street movement has 
triggered similar protests in cities through- 
out the U.S. and the world. 

New Y)rk Mayor Michael Bloomberg 


decided the protesters had become a health 
and fire safety hazard and ordered police to 
evict them from the camp, where city offi- 
cials cited reports of sexual assaults, thefts 
and drug dealing. 

Hundreds of police stormed the camp 
around i a.m. and dismantled tents, tarps, 
outdoor furniture, mattresses and signs, ar- 
resting 147 people, including about a dozen 
who had chained themselves to each other 
and to trees. 

With the park cleared of protesters and 
barricades, sanitation workers dismantled 
tents, hauled away trash and blasted the 
square with water cannons, erasing odors of 
urine and human waste. 

In London, authorities said they were 
resuming legal action to try to shift anti- 
capitalism protesters who have set up camp 
at St Paul’s Cathedral. 

Toronto officials also told protesters to 
leave Tuesday

actions in Atlanta, Portland, Ore., and Salt

New York police evicted protesters from 
the park in the early hours Tuesday just two 
days shy of the occupation’s two-month anni- 
versary Authorities said the field of tents and 
people had become a health and safety threat. 

The loss of the park will renew the argu- 
ment about whether the Occupy movement 
was really about the physical taking of a 
prominent space or was a means to the larger 
end of starting a national conversation about 
economic and social issues. 

“This has already been a success to the ex- 
tent it’s catalyzed a debate about equality in 
the country” said Michael Kazin, a professor 
of social movements at Georgetown Univer- 
sity and co-editor of the magazine Dissent. 

“It’s forced many politicians in both parties 
and other public figures as well to take these 
issues seriously which they were not before.” 

With physical space potentially unavail- 
able, some ask whether the movement will 
become virtual on the Internet. 

Social networks have been a lifeblood for 
the protests in New York and elsewhere in the 
U.S. and the world, keeping disparate groups 
connected and helping the leaderless occupa- 
tions to coordinate actions. 

Twitter was abuzz Tuesday with calls for a 
worldwide day of action Thursday

TREND-SEEKING SPOTS 
MAKING THEIR WAY 
AMID LINCOLN PARK’S 
SPORTS-BAR VIBE

REDEYE 

Big Ten sports bars packed with recent grads. Pub floors 
sticky with cheap beer. DePaul students dancing until 
5 a.m. before a pizza run on the way back to the dorms. 
This is Tdncoln Park nightlife. 

Or is it? 

A recent crop of seriously buzzed-about bars and restau- 
rants opening in Lincoln Park— Morso, 2 Sparrows, The 
Barrelhouse Flat, Butcher &The Burger among them— is 
bringing with it a new kind of energy the neighborhood 
hasn't felt in awhile. 

With its powder blue walls and vest-wearing bartender, 
Morso’s upstairs cocktail lounge feels more like Logan 
Square's The Whistler than anything else nearby At break- 
fast-and-lunch cafe 2 Sparrows, foie gras pop tarts and giant 
tater tots push the envelope beyond the typical brunch fare 
served at other neighborhood spots. The extensive cocktail 
menu at 'ITie Barrelhouse Flat gives craft cocktail trailblaz- 
er'Fhe Wolet Hour in Wicker Park a run for its money 

And there are more spots like this on the way 

So why this mini-explosion in this established North 
Side ’hood when the rest of the bar and restaurant world 
seems to have its eye on more up-and-coming neighbor- 
hoods such as Logan Square or Pilsen? 

Stephen Cole, a former "Violet Hour mixologist who last 
month opened his throwback cocktail lounge. The Barrel- 
house I'lat, among a strip of taverns on Lincoln Avenue, 
says he saw a need in the neighborhood. 

“Ix>gan Square ... already {has] their cocktail bar,” he 
said. “Lincoln Park didn’t have those middle-class kind of 
spots. Vbu’ve got Alinea [where dinner costs in the hun- 
dreds per person] on one end and then all the sports bars 
on the other. ” 

“People were surprised” when they first heard about 
his chosen location, he said. “They kind of shrugged their 
shoulders, cracked a joke.” 

Cole is not the only one betting on Lincoln Park with 
a start-up that might sound better suited to other ’hoods. 

Chef Allen Sternweiler’s burger shop. Butcher & The 
Burger, which recently opened down the street from chain 
burger spot Johnny Rockets, is breaking the mold with elk 
burgers and smoked-bacon frozen custard. He and his 
business partner deliberately chose Lincoln Park over less 
established neighborhoods they thought might have been 
more risky 

“Tlie neighborhood has already established itself over 
many, many years,” Sternweiler said. “It’s close to down- 
town, it’s close to the zoo, it’s close to the highway and there 
seems to be enough disposable income there.”

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lie added: “I used to live in Pilsen ... and I 
think [it] still has another five years to go be- 
fore I would consider going down there.*^ 
Kevin Boehm and Rob Katz of the Boka 
Restaurant Group chose Lincoln Park for 
their first restaurant, Boka, back in 2003, be- 
fore Grant Achatz’s Alinea moved in just steps 
away in 2005. The two chose to stay in the 
neighborhood for their newest project, Balc- 
na, which will showcase the cooking prowess 
of Chris Pandel, chef at trendy Bucktown 
restaurant 'I'he Bristol, along with pastry chef 
Amanda Rockman, most recently seen on 
“Top Chef: Just Desserts.” 

“In order to do really big numbers, you want 


to be able to get everything ... the destination 
diner, the between 5-7 [p.m.] crowd— check 
there because you have [theaters such as] 
Steppenwolf, Second City, Royal George— 
and you want to be able to have concierges 
send guests to your restaurant [from down- 
town hotels],” Katz said. 

But pre-theater cocktailers and lunching 
moms don't necessarily equal a successful run 
in Lincoln Park, and new spots that don't have 
the name recognition of the Boka Group face 
the challenge of fitting into the neighbor- 
hood’s young nightlife scene fueled by new- 
to-Chicago young professionals and students 
at DePaul, one of the neighborhood's anchors.

When the latter group hitTLie Barrelhouse 
Flat on its opening weekend, worlds collided. 
Rather than experimenting with new tastes 
off the loungers Sio cocktail list, coeds filled 
table after table with pints of cheap beer. 

“I’m a grad student on a budget,” said De- 
Paul student Hailly Wakeland, 22, “I don't 
have the money to spend on [an expensive] 
cocktail.” 

And while some Lincoln Park residents 
think a non-student crowd from other neigh- 
borhoods could be persuaded to visit these 
new spots, it remains to be seen whether 
theyll draw consistent business. 

Ariel Delarosa, 22, who recently moved to 


Lincoln Park from Logan Square, thinks The 
Barrelhouse Flat is a good alternative to the 
normal Lincoln Avenue scene, but she doubts 
the flood of trendier openings signal a bigger 
change. 

“T'here are about 10 bars within a three- 
block radius of my house, all Big Ten sports 
bars,” Delarosa said* “I think people will come 
over [for The Barrelhouse Flat]. Will they stay 
afterward and party at Mad River or Halli- 
gan's? Probably not,” 

Cole, of The Barrelhouse Flat, is optimistic. 

“I honestly feel like there's quite a big pop- 
ulation in Lincoln Park, so there should be a 
lot of pull from them,” he said.

Chicagoans who abide by city rules face higher fees for water, vehicle 
stickers and garage parking under Mayor Emanuers budget that comes up 
for a vote Wednesday. 

And woe to city residents who run afoul of the law Not only are they on 
the hook for all of the above, the/ll also face steeper fines. 

Get caught tampering with a water meter? You’ll pay as much as $750 
instead of just facing the prospect of having the spigot turned off 

Fail to cut your high weeds? Exp>cct to pay up to $1,200 a day instead of 
S 1,000, assuming the inspector is on the lookout. 

Flee the cops in your car? It will cost $2,000 to get it out of the im- 
pound lot, twice as much as it docs now. 

The new mayor is counting on such bad behavior to balance his first 
spending plan, which anticipates racking up at least $26 million from in- 
creased fines. 

The idea of hitting scofflaws harder is not a new approach— former 
Mayor Richard M. Daley raised a host of fines in 2008, and before that 
he installed red-light cameras that have proved to be a cash cow for City 
Hall— but Emanuel has ramped up the practice as he tries to balance the 
books without hiking property or sales taxes.

The Michclin Guide's second annual Chicago 
edition was released Tuesday, and the local 
chefs are seeing stars— but fewer than last year, 
it turns out. 

The famous French guide is notoriously 
tightfisted when it comes to awarding its star 
designations (three means exceptional, two is 
excellent and one is very good). In this year’s 
guide, 21 Chicago-area restaurants received 
stars, down from 23 last year. 

Of the two restaurants— Alinea and L20 — 
that received three-star ratings inMichelin’s first 
Chicago guide last year, only one. Grant Achatz’s 
renowned Alinea in Lincoln Park, maintained its 
status. The other. Lettuce Entertain Enter- 
prises’ high-end seafood restaurant L2O, was 
downgraded to one star, which some predicted 
after a bit of chef shuffling. 

In the two-star category, CharUe Trotter’s 
and Ria maintained their status. The Peninsula 
Hotel’s Avenues received two stars last year, but

If you checked your Tacebook NewsTeed on 
Monday night and found a dirty Photoshoppcd 
picture of Justin Richer or an image of a beaten 
and bloodied dog, you are not alone. 

Facebook users report that for the past 
24 hours the social networking site has been in- 
fested with a mix of hardcore pornographic im- 
ages, doctored pictures of celebrities in sexual 
situations, photos of extreme violence and, yes, 
a picture of a beaten dog* 

Now, Facebook says it has identified the prob- 
lem— but not the culprit* 

In a statement, Facebook spokesman Andrew 
Noyes acknowledged that the site was the taiget 
of a coordinated spam attack and explained how 
it went down* 

'^During this spam attack, users were tricked 
into pasting and executing malicious javascript 
in their browser URT. bar causing them to un- 
knowingly share this offensive content,” he said* 
“Our engineers have been working diligently on 
this self-XSS vulnerability in the browser.” 

In the meantime, he said Facebook has built 
enforcement mechanisms to quickly shut down 
the malicious pages. He also said the company 
has been putting people who were affected by 
the offensive spam through “educational check- 
points” so they know how to protect themselves 
in the future. 

The images were so graphic that it caused 
some people to say they were going to quit Face- 
book. 

“If I see another picture of a dead dog on face- 
book or anything else like that, I will probably 
delete my accoxmt,” wrote Big_A22 (Aaron Lich- 
tenwater). 

And Fustz (Thomas Morris) tweeted, “Dont 
really wanna go on facebook anymore, the dead 
dog made me sad.”

Cringely) occasionally asking questions and a 
guy answering them at length. When that guy 
turned Apple into what it is today however, 
plenty can be learned just by listening to 
his terrifically simplistic thoughts on what 
sparked his move to personal computers 
(“Necessity”) and running a business (asking 
questions, thinking and working hard are all 
you really need. Jobs says). 

Jobs emerges as someone truly energized 
and inspired by what innovation and deter- 
mination can achieve. “The Lost Interview” 
serves, if nothing else, as a glimpse behind 
the curtain and a useful lesson for recruiters 
and management: Acquire intelligent people 
who believe in a product and push them to 
do their best. What a concept! 


If you get excited at 
the use of phrases 
such as “graphical 
user interface,” “Steve 
Jobs: The Lost Inter- 
view” likely will feel 
like a fantastic slab 
of previously unseen 
geek porn. 

For others, this 
70 -minute interview 
with the late bil- 
lionaire, conducted 
in 1995 so a small 
snippet could be used 
for a PBS miniseries titled “Triumph of the 
Nerds,” will combine a significant amount 
of subjectively dull computer speak with 
anecdotes and philosophies that register as 
brilliantly fascinating in hindsight. 

Nothing has been done to beef up the 
documentary with additional biographical in- 
formation or contextualize Jobs’ comments, 
and this review’s star rating evaluates its 
existence as a film that does or does not need 
to be seen. “The Lost Interview” simply runs 
as an hour or so of an interviewer (Robert
